Mr. Meyercord recommended, as 


part of a plan to mak» possible trade 
with countries having depreciated cur- 
rency, that the United States deposit 
some $500,000 000 in gold bullion at 
some peaceable European center, and 
establish a sub-treasury there 
The 


amount deposited would bear definite 
relation to the estimated value of ex- 
ports from the selected countries for 
whom currency was Issued, and the 
outstanding currency would not ex- 
ceed the supply of gold on deposit

power labor-hour in the form of pro-

from Quincy for fourteen years. He 
was let out on parole about three 
years- ago.

cate Wedley Smith. His picture is (n 
abo-ut every police headquarters In 
the country, so it Is only a question 
of time until he is apprehended. The 
balance of the plunder secured at the 
Bennettt residence, has'not yet been 
recovered.
